It is dovoted to individuals 
It is nut a time to discues the natiou' 
welfare, but a time to rcmomber lue 
Tho question to-day is not, what did ttiat 
groat btrnggle mean to a country, bu 
what did it mean to Ham? Wu aro here 
to-day to understand, and to honor, thcii 
saorih'oe. Dwell upon it tor a moment 
in upon quiet happiness, in upon goalie 
puroiute, in upon a civilized life whioh 
Qad never known a martial sound, broke 
tho cry, War is upon, us. 


TUB world has often heard that cry. 


The world has often aoswered. 


Men had fought befcre, Xhey have 


conquered stated, and countries auc 
worlds. They have crossed deserts an d 
mountains and seas. Amid hoat and enow 
and cold. 


They bavo followed Alexanders, and 


Caesura, aud Juhami, and CoDutuii tints, 
and Churlurnugnee, and Marlborougus 
and Napoleons. They have fought at 
Crossy and Poitiers, and JLodi, and Aus- 
terlitz and Waterloo. They havo fallen 
in passes like (Tbormopylio. They have 
died like the Old Guard, to a mau—and 
fur a/iat ? For power, for glory, for gain, 
for nttluny. They have fought to defend 
their homes, for their puraonal liberty, 
for their lives. But these men heard thia 
cry. They answered. They left business, 
and pleasures, and homes, and hope, and 
love, and life—and made their beds be- 
neath tho stars. 
They were weary, 


wounded, sick, shattered, torn; in hoepi- 
tuls, prisons; on hills, in valleys uud 
tangled forests. 
Loved voices called 


them back, and loving hands beckoced, 
but they faltered not. Eyes grew tired 
with watohiag, and faces pale sith wait- 
ing; homes were wasted, and hourU were 
broken, and they looked 
not 
back. 


These were not fierce waraore. 
These 


were gentlo men. Their forms knew not 
the weight of i ornoss. 
Sounds of strife 


and signta of blocd woro strange to them. 
What sounds and ^sights must have met 
them. 


When I looked upon that great paint- 


ing ot tho battle of Gettysburg, for tho 
first timo in my life, 1 could imagine 
what a battle was. I could see flying 
batteries, rapidly marching squadrons, 
cavalry, infantry, aU'oontendmg for lifi 
or death. I could see men pierced with 
steel, and struck with bullets, foiling, 
one by one, side by side, whole rii 
swopt into eternity by blasts ot death. I 
could hear crashing shells, and burtti 
caissons, tmd yells and groans, and cries 
and prayers, 1 could see shuttered forma, 
limbs torn away, and Burgeons working 
with cruel knives.
